Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including tine fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/21/2008 
has been entered. Claims 3-23, 37-38 are pending in this Office action. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 1 1/21/2008 was filed 
after the mailing date of the Notice of allowance on 8/21/2008. The submission is in 
compliance with the provisions of 37 CFR 1 .97. Accordingly, the information disclosure 
statement is being considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 3-23, 37-38 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the 
prior art of the record discloses a space time encoder for generating a transmission 
coding matrix with four rows corresponding to transmission time periods and four 
columns corresponding to the transmit antennas when the number of the transmit 
antennas is 4, encoding a plurality of input symbols into a plurality of symbol 
combinations to transmit the input symbols once from each transmit antenna at each

time period by using the transmission coding matrix, and output the symbol 
combinations to the transmit antennas during the transmission time periods, the 
symbols combinations having orthogonal symbol, inversions and conjugates of the input 
symbols; and; and phase rotator part for selectively rotating the phases of some of the 
symbols in the at least two columns of the transmission coding matrix by a 
predetermined phase value wherein the transmission coding matrix is expressed in 
claims.
